Fun  Run  May  Become  Weekly  Program 


The  Recreation  Department 
is  considering  conducting  a 
weekly  "Fun  Run”  program 
to  be  held  on  a weekly  basis, 
probably  Saturday  or  Sunday 
afternoons  throughout  the 
spring.
